Commerce, H. Hopkins, publicity di- 
rector, Frank B. Emory, office man- 
.ager} H. Turner, Detroit, E. V. Chil- 
son of the national republican head- 
quarters, Roger N. Anderson, Menom- 
inec publisher, N. Oaks, Detroit, J.

All other defend- 
ants were acquitted 
on the first 


charge but none was found guilty on 
the sixth count. The penalty is a fine 
of $10,000 and two years and less in 
prison. 


Several to Get Two Years 


Sentences were pronounced on the 


convicted men this afternoon as fol- 
lows: 
Truman H. Newberry, two 


years in Leavenworth 
and $10,000 


fine: Frank Cody, two years at Leav- 
enworth and $10,000 fine; Paul King, 
two years in Leavenworth and $10,- 
000 fine; Charles A. Floyd, two years 
in Leavenworth and $5,000 fine. Testi- 
mony offered by the defense was a 
dominating factor in bringing the 
jury to a verdict of guilty. 


"With Paul King's testimony that 


he told Senator Newberry the cam- 
paign would cost $50,000 the govern- 
ment had a weak case, but without 
the King New York.letter no case at 
all," said one of the jurors.
